1,600,000 BUSHELS OF

The Vulcan district, in common 
with the rest of Alberta, exper¬ 
ienced a heavy two days rain on 
Sunday and Monday, when from 
four to five inches of rain fell 
The storm was proceeded by two 
or three heavy days, and it comm¬ 
enced. with thunder and lightn¬ 
ing. on Saturday night,and never 
let up until Monday night 
As a result the harvesting has 
been held up until practically the 
end of the week. The storm did 
very little damage. Some of the 
heavier fields of grain have been 
knocked down, and will require 
care in cutting, but no serious 
damage is reported. No frost 
has been reported as following 
the rain.

Mr. Fred U. Glass, of Alexis, 
Illinois, arrived in Vulcan on 
Tuesday of this week to look af¬ 
ter his farming interests here. 
He was accompanied by Mr. Earl 
Olsen, of Alexia. 

Mr. Glass, who is heavily in¬ 
terested in land in this district, 
and has much of it in crop, speaks 
enthusiastically of this district 
and what it has to show. To his 
way of thinking the crops in the 
Vulcan district are better than 
anything he saw during his en¬ 
tire journey from Alexis to Vul¬ 
can. There is nothing like it 
further south, and he is of the 
opinion that much of the wheat 
in this district will go as high as 
from forty-five to fifty bushels 
io the acre. — 


The business men of Vulcan 
are arranging to have a moving 
picture camera here to secure mo¬ 
tion pictures of business pieces, 
public buildings, crowds,etc. This 
event will occur just as soon as 
the harvest is out of the way. 
probably about the twenty third 
of this month. It will be a big 
day as everyone in this district 
will wish to see how moving pic¬

The men who are taking these 
pictures are extremely anxious 
to secure a picture of everybody 
and every man woman and child 
will be given an opportunity to 
pass before the camera. These 
pictures will be exhibited about 
ten days-later at the local picture 
house, and this will give you an 
opportunity of seeing yourself as 
others see you. 

Many of the merchants are 
planning t° offer some special 
bargains for this day, and it is 
expected that a bucking contest 
will be pulled off to help along 
with the entertainment. 

The moving picture industry 
has developed in a very few years 
into the fourth largest industry 
in the country, and naturally all 
wish to see how they are made. 
This is an education in itself and 
this will be the first oppprtunity 
to witness the operation of a 
moving picture camera. On ‘mov¬ 
ie day' all may not only see the 
wonderful camera at work but 
but all can pose before the cam¬ 
era and later view their actions 


The C.P.R. year ended on Sep¬ 
tember the first, and between 
the first of September 1915 and 
the same date this year 1,600,000 
bushels of grain were shipped 
from Vulcan. This enormous 
shipment, although including 
some of the 1914 crop,does not by 
any means account for the whole 
of last year's harvest, as many of 
the farmers are still holding 
their 1915 grain. These figures 
tend to show that the estimate 
of two million bushels of a 1915 
crop for this district was not 
very far from the mark. Since 
the first of September this year 
two thousand bushels have been 
shipped out. 

The heavy rains of Sunday and 
Monday, while causing some of 
the heavier crops to lay down, 
have not done nearly the havoc 
that might have been expected, 
and farmers expect to resume 
cutting this weekend if the fine 
weather which came with Tues¬ 
day holds out

Two new Church 
buildings were erected, one at 
Tongue Creek and the other at 
Parkland, with one in progress 
on the Granum field and another 
proposed at Vulcan.

F. A. Elves attended as repres¬ 
entatives from the Vulcan con¬ 
gregation.

January 1st. 1917, eight hours 
shall he regarded as a basis of 
reckoning for a day’s pay of men 
engaged in the operation of rail¬ 
road trains in interstate com¬ 
merce (excepting roods less than 
100 miles long and and electric 
lines;) that they shall receive 
pro rata pay for work in excess 
of eight hours and that their 
rate of compensation shall not 
be changed pending an investi¬ 
gation for six to nine months of 
the effect of the eight hour day 
upon the railroads by a commis¬ 
sion to be appointed by the 
president

Care in keeping milk clean and a* 
free from bacteria as possible and 
keeping it cold tends to lengthen the 
period that it will stay sweet because 
fermentation is retarded.

Prince Gebhardt Bluccher von 
Wahlstatt, grandson of the first snd 
fxmous Prince Bluccher of Waterloo 
fame, is dead as the result of a fsll 
-from his horse near Breslau. 

The grandson of old "Marshal For¬ 
ward" was no friend of the Prussians. 
Por many years prior to the outbreak 
of the war he lived in England, and 
4n 1899 the Prussian Houae of Lords 
declared he had forfeited his seat in 
that body. 

Prince Bluecher carried on a legal 
warfare with the city of Berlin over 
taxation and similar matters, for the 
greater part of his life. He also plan¬ 
ned to lease his pslace at Branden¬ 
burg as s csfe, snd the city wss com¬ 
pelled to invoke the courts to prevent 
whst it considered s desecration. 

Litigation with his ten children also 
•occupied a good deal of the Prince's 
time. His eldest son held a high 
salaried position in London, which he 
tost st the beginning of the war. He 
sued his father for a yearly allowance 
of 50,000 marks, and the Prince wit 
ordered by the court to pay half that 
aura up to last January snd 15,000 
yearly thereafter. *

Three years later a Frenchman, Jean 
Barrie, called Pradine, built, according 
to Ihe olo monk's ideas, s submarine 
With which he promised to rescue the 
bags of gold snd silver from the 
wreck, and possibly some pieces of 
artillery. 

The great Pascal, then a little boy, 
was an eye-witne-s to the experiments 
of Praditoe, which were earned on till 
1650 with ultimate success.

"No, we really are not worried by 
the course of the war,** said General 
Sir VMIIiam K. Robertson, chief ot 
the imperial staff, at army headquar¬ 
ters, in an interview with the Assoc¬ 
iated Press. 

"As to the new Offensive, a'glance 
at the map will tell the story of our 
progress. And the happy expression 
of our wounded soldiers from the 
front reflects the spirit of the men. 
Do you notice that all published 
photographs show them smiling or, 
laughing r* 

_ The general himself smiled as be 
•poke; nevertheless, his manner 
subtly conveyed bis realisation of the 
fact that he was breaking the silence 
he had maintained so rigidly since the , 
beginning of the war. He received 1 
the correspondent while seated at a 
table in the war office, within a few 
feet of the wire which permits him, 

. with the aid of maps and the con¬ 
stantly arriving messages, to direct 
the moves in the conflict in France. 

The room is in keeping with the 
character of he man. It is furnished 
with such spartan simplicity that the 
table, chans and map rack arc the | 
only articles of furniture. 

“Our hearts were touched by the 
ready response of our fellow British- _ 
ers from overseas on the outbreak of | 
the war," the general continued. "To 
say we are proud of these men under¬ 
estimates our sentiments. If the man¬ 
ner in wbicb these sturdy sons of Aus¬ 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa, 
Canada and our gallant little New¬ 
foundland came forward with their 
thousands surprised the enemy, their 
valor and gallantry in battle were a 
revelation to the world." 

"We have come to feel that our 
type of government is not so bad af¬ 
ter all. Yes. they are still coming, 
and, while it ia hard to tingle ouP 

S rticular parts of the empire, the 
nadians can learn ajgain through 
you our high appreciation of their 
splendid fighting spirit and welt-or¬ 
ganized armies. At Ypres, Festubcrt 
and many other closely contested 
engagements they demonstrated the 
high type of vigorous manhood pro¬ 
duced in the new world." 

The subject of general speculation 
as to how long the war would last 
caused the general to shake his head 
and smile. 

"That is a question touching human 
r.ature, which means dealing with a 
dubious proposition," he said. "None 
is wise in thU.* 4 *"" 

Referring to the complimentary ref¬ 
erences by military experts to the 
work of the big British guns and the 
use of cavalry in the offensive. Sir 
William remarked: "The work of the 
guns interests us not only because of 
the organization required to produce 
them, but on account of the careful 
training which is necessary before the 
gunners are proficient. Scientifically 
accurate gunnery is required in this 
war probably as never before. The 
•ccessity of firing over the heads of 
advancing infantry of one's own side 
makes it so. and it is necessary that 
troops thus advancing have perfect 
confidence in the gunners."

The Demand for Uveatock 

Jewish Trade in New York Takee 10,- 
000 Head Weekly 
The demand for pure bred cattle 
is increasing rather than diminishing, 
and many were the sales at both 
Calgary and Edmonton. In fact the 
demand goes on all the time. In ten 
days the fiici ci .Yule and Howes 
sold nearly $7,000 worth of pure 
bred shorthorns. Eleven head went 
to T. B. Ralph, Elnora, Alta., and 
twelve to George Field, oi Hutton. 
Field is a new beginner and has 
chosen shorthorns with which to try 
his luck. Three head went to G. W. 
Gilles of Gadsbury, Alta. One six 
months old bull brought $400 and 
the 2 -year-old bull, less fancifully 
bTed, $500. The Glcngarnock Aber¬ 
deen herd sold several head also at 
very fancy prices. 

Hon. Duncan Marshall has brought 
into Alberta 74 head of choicely bred 
Shorthorns, among them. King of 
Diamonds, a ton of Gainsford Mar¬ 
quis. This bull is 3 years old and 
his dam was Mildred, one of *he fa¬ 
mous cows of the Watt herd. Mr. 
Marshall paid the tidy sum-of $1,000 
for him to George Anderson of Bou- 
gour, (Jnt. Another choicely bred bull 
is Spicy Sultan, a son of Superb Sul¬ 
tan. 

At the experimental farm at La* 
coinbc, pone very interesting Iced 
experiments are being earned on. 
There used to be an old saying that 
it took 30 acres of range grass to 
feed a steer, but Supt. Hutton has 

E roved that tbit is absurd. Last year 
e fed 106 head of cattle on 620 acres 
of only prairie sod. Nothing had 
been done to this section, except to' 
fence it These cattle gained on grass 
alone, an average of 358 pounds each. 
After securing this gain on grass 
they were finished on grain and mar¬ 
keted the present spring When :t 
is remembered how many hundreds 
of thousands of acres of good pasture 
is yearly left to rot in the summer 1 
in the west, it is possible to get at I 
least a glimpse of the economic waste 
which is constantly going on. Mr. 
Hutton is pasturing the same sec¬ 
tion again . this year, but withal 
smaller number of cattle. There had 
been no cattle on it prior to 1915, but 
the number on the section ate i! 
prettjr closely and he aims to 
It tin if to recuperate. 

Speaking of the fattening and mar¬ 
keting of cattle, a recent visitor to 
the large stockyards in the South 
reports that 90 per cent, of the cat¬ 
tle going on these markets at the 

C resent time are either of Polled 
reeds or have been de-horned. This 
adds emphasis to the recent state¬ 
ment in these columns as to the im¬ 
portance of dehorning stock. Also 40 
per cent, of the stock offered in this 
way was finished at 24 months of age. 
While offerings of what might rela¬ 
tively be termed "baby beef' are 
there is a heavy demand, es¬ 
pecially in New York, for big steers. 
About 10,000 head of cattle are. killed 
on that market weekly for the ortho¬ 
dox Jewish trade. There are a million 
orthodox Jews in the city of New 
York. The Jews only eat the fore¬ 
quarter, and the bind guarters, loins 
and rounds go to the high-class ho¬ 
tel and restaurant trade. As this sup- i 
plying of the Jewish population of 
New York is steadily on the increase, 
there will continue to be a demand 
for cattle weighing 1,300 to 1.700 
pounds. 

An item which western producers 
of feeder cattle might well ponder
